The rain fell in torrents for awhile, and 
after a brief intermission resumed heavier 
than before, the hghtning and thunder 
accompaniments not showing any signs 
of exhausting their capacity.

her face, head and clothing. Looking at 
his own clothing, he saw a good 
portion of the contents of the pot. 
A lot of small splinters, several 
broken boards, a wrecked door, a 
melted iron chain and hinge, showed the 
course of the bolt. Mr. Ruhland carried 
the child into the house, where she soon 
recovered from the effects of the shock. 
Her mother mistook the red paint which 
covered the child’s head and face for 
blood when she was being borne to the 
house and almost swooned at the sight. 
In the meantime Paschler partially re- 
covered, and seeing the body of his com- 
panion lying in the water, staggered to 
the yard in rear of Mr. H. L. Gritz- 
macher’s residence, for assistance. He 
was assisted in the house by 
Mr. Gritzmacher, when he _ looked 
around in a dazed manner. Hahn’s 
body was then taken in and a messenger 
dispatched in the heavy rain for medical 
aid. Before its arrival restoratives 
were applied to Paschler and every 
effort made to insure his comfort by Mr. 
Gritzmacher’s family. Acting  Ser- 
geant Arrow and Officer Nace reached 
the house after the fatal flash and 
telephoned for an ambulance. On the ar- 
rival of the physician they examined 
Hahn’s body and pronounced life extinct. 
Paschler’s condition was pronounced se- 
rious. He was sent to his home at 2022 
Wash street, where Hahn also resided 
with his sister. The coroner was notified

? RESOLUTIONS 





Adopted by the National Convention of 
Woo]-Growers at Its Annual Session in 
St. Louis~Important Legisiation Calle? 
For. 


At the closing session of the National 
Wool-Growers’ Conyention in St. Louis, 
the following preamble and resolutions 
were pi2sented by the committee on reso- 
lutions, and unanimously adopted: 

WHEREAS, The Wool and Cotton Exchange 
of St. Louis invited wool-growers, wool mer- 
chants and manufacturers of woolens i from all 
varts of the United States to meet in National 
convention in this city on the 11th, 12th and 13th 
days of May, 1887, for the purpose of consulta- 
tion as tothe common interests of the three 
classes named; and 
WHEREAS, Numerous wool-growers, wool 
merchants and manufacturers of woolens have 
accordingly assembled in the said city in Na- 
tional convention, being the second National 
convention of possess representing the three 
interests mentioned. and have deliberated upon 
subjects in which they have a common intcrest 
and desire to give expression to some of their 
opinions and purposes; therefore, 

Resolved, First. That this National Conven- 
tion cordially invites the wool-growers, wool 
merchants and manufa turers of woolens in the 
United States to co-operate with, encourage 
and aid the National Wool-Growers’ Associa- 
tion, the State and Territorial Wool-Growers' 
associations of the United States, the several 
wool-merchants’ associations of the cities of 
the United States, the National Association of 
Woolen Manufacturers, and all similar organ- 
izations, in securing such administration of the 
laws, such legislation and such action as may 
be appropriate and necessary to promote their 
joint and common interests, having due regard 
to the interests of those engaged in all other 
industries. 

Second. That while the Wool Tariff act of 
March 3, 1883, continues in force, we request 
the Administration of the National Govern- 
ment to construe its provisions liberally, with 
@ view to secure the neficial effects of pro- 
tection to the wool and woolen industries of 
the United States, deciding all doubtful ques- 
tions in such manner as to give American 
wool-growers and woolen manufacturers the 

rivilege of supplying the American market, 
nstead of giving it to foreigners; and we ask 
that so-called “ring waste,” ‘‘garneted waste” 
and all similar scoured products be classed, in 
the language of the said act of 1883, as ‘wool 
importedin any other than ordinary condi- 
tion,” and be charged as such with the duty of 
sixty cents per pound. We ask that worsted 
cloths known as “coatings” and “‘suitings’’ for 
the purposes of paying duties be classed as 
woolen cloths, and we request that prompt and 
efficient measures be taken to prevent under- 
valuations of wool, yoolen and worsted goods, 
and to detect and punish allsuch tundervalua- 
tions and other frauds upon the law. 

Third. That the Tariff act of 1833, even when 
it is not evaded by undervaluations and other 
frauds, has failed to give protection to wool- 
growers to the extent intended in good faith by 
its framers. They intended to give all clothing 
wool as specified in the act, protective duties 
higher than on carpet wools. But more than 
half of all so-called carpet wools, now imported 
ata lowrate of duty, are used in the manu- 
facture of clothing goods, thus defeating to 
that extent the purpose of the act of 1883. And 
to add to the evil the act imposes no higher 
duty on these carpet wools washed than un- 
washed. The result is that such wools are 
generally imported washed, thus paying aduty 
of but little more than one-half the rate 
specified for unwashed wool, equal only to 
about about fourteen and one-half cents per 
pound, and so increasing their importation 
supplanting to a large extent American cloth- 
ing wool, and depriving it of the protection in- 
tended to be afforded to it by the act of 1833, to- 
wit: A duty of atleast twenty cents per pound 
on washed clothing wool. In like manner the act 
of 1883 imposes no higher duty on washed 
thanon unwashed combing wools. Importers 
have taken advantage of this to,generally im- 
port such w ols washed, thus’ giving to our 
American long wools but little over half the 
protection specified in the act of 1883 on un- 
washed wools. Then. again, foreign clothing 
wools are imported unwashed, but so. fully di- 
vested of leg, belly and britch portion of 
fleeces, and so selected from the lightest and 
best grades, that in practical effect the duty 
actually paid is but little overhalf the rate 
fixed by the act of 1883 as applied to such 
wools, if in the condition in which American 
unwashed wools are generally sold in market. 
In these forms the protection which the framers 
of the act of 1883 intended shoul! be afforded 
thereby to American wool-growers is in a large 
measure defeated. These facts call for a change 
in the execution of the law and a speedy modi- 
fication of it by Congress, so that it shall give 
the full measure of protection intended by its 
framers. 

Fourth. That experience under the act of 
March 3, 1883, has demonstrated that it has so 
reduced the previous rates of duty on wools 
that the annual imports of foreign wools of all 
classes Have largely increased, thereby de- 
priving American wool-growers of the privilege 
of supplying our market with American wool; 
thatits effect has been te @iscourage Ameri- 
can wool production, to reduce the number of 
American flocks and sheep and our annual wool 
product; that it has encouraged foreign wool- 
growing to the ste ceri of our own to such an 
extent as to threaten the speedy destruction 
of wool-growing in most, if not all, of 
the States, and hence public policy, 
good faith and justice require an _  in- 
crease of duties, to save from ruin this industry 
in which citizens of the United States were, by 
the act of March 2, 1887, invited to, and did in- 
vest their capital and employ their skill and 
labor. Having thus acted on the faith of a 
policy established by Congress, its overthrow 
is an act of spoliation and wrong. 

Fifth. That this convention request Congress 
to so amend the existing tariff law as in due 
time to secure to Amer.cap wool-growers and 
to American manufacturers of woolens the 
American market for their products. 

Sixth. That the continuance of the act of 
March 3, 1883, will be unjust to the American 
wool-growers and manufacturers. The im- 
mense frauds which have been pecpenes by 
undervaluations and evasions, show the neces- 
sity for an immediate amendment, imposing 
the penalty of forfeiture for undervaluations 
and evasions and providing inducements for 
informers to detect all frauds and evasions. 

Seventh. That the associations of wool-grow- 
ers, wool merchants and woollen manufactur- 
ers be, and are requested to act in concert, in 
sending delegates to Washington City, to re- 
main during the next session of Congress to 
urge upon the proper committees and upon 
Congress the necessity of legislation in accord- 
ance with these resolutions. 

Eighth. That the wool-growers organizations 
of the country are requested to secure the serv- 
ices of at least one able expert, whose duty it 
shall be to argue before the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the courts, all questions as to the con- 
struction and esforcement of the Tariff law, and 
before the proper committees of Congress the 
necessity for additional legislation. 

Ninth. That the associations of woolen manu- 
facturers be requested to retain and keep in 
their employ at least one able expert to render 
such seryices as may be essential to their in- 
terests. 

Tenth. That the wool-growers, wool mer- 
chants and woolen manufacturers of the United 
States are urged to attend the conventions of 
the political parties with which they may re- 
mr pray ob co-operate and, so faras possible, 
aid in securing the nomination of candidates, 
pledged to the reforms and legislation desired., 

Eleventh. That the associations of wool- 

wers, of wool merchants and woolen manu- 
acturers be, and are, requested to take the 
neces measures to secure the establish- 
ment of an ably-conducted weekly newspaper 
devoted to the advocacy of their just and joint 
interests. 

Twelfth. That this convention earnestly re- 

uests the Wool-Growers' associations and 

00l Merchants’ associations of the country to 
unite in demanding from the railroads proper 
freight classification of wools in transit. 

That the thanks of this National 

convention be tendered to the merchants’ exe- 

cutive committee and the various subcommit- 

tees of the same; to the Cotton and Wool Ex- 

change; to the St. Louis Cotton Compress 

Company: ie the mayor and Gitizens of St.

THE PRESIDENT’S MAIL. 
Letters From All Sorts of Petitioners, 
Their Wives and Children. 

The President’s mail contains an 
average of from one hundred to one 
hundred and fifty letters a day from 
persons whose claims for pensions are 
pending before the department. These 
people address the Chief Executive in 
the belief, probably, that the Pension 
Office is-next door to the White House, 
and that 
may have received in a week. 

About one-half of these letters are 
sent to Mrs. Cleveland. The writers 
in such cases are usually the wives or 
daughters of the petitioners. Some of 
them bestow upon Mrs. Cleveland such 
titles as “(Her Majesty,”” ‘‘Empress”’ 
and other appellations of royalty. 
There are few of the letters that do not 
contain some touches of human nature. 
They are evidently written in the sin- 
cere belief that Mrs. Cleveland will as- 
sist them if her sympathies can only 
be aroused. With this object in view 
a great mass of detail is set forth in 
the communication, which, together 
with the obscure chirography and bad 
spelling, make its understanding a 
matter of no inconsiderable time and 
labor. 





neither the President nor Mrs. Cleve- 
land is even aware of the existence of 
these letters. They are opened by an 
unromantic and unsentimental clerk at 
the Executive mansion, from whose 
hands they fall into the waste-basket 
and are never heard of again. 

The women who address Mrs. Cleve- 
Jand furnish her with suggestions as to 


claim to the President. One of the 
plans which a perusal of the letters 
show that all women hold in common 
is for her to wait until Mr. Cleveland 
has had his supper and then, when he 
is enjoying a quiet smoke in the parlor 
(sic) bring the matter to his attention. 
Many of them tell her that this is the 
hour of the day when a man is most 
amenable to argument, and that they 
(the writers) prefer this as the safest 
time for presenting their own requests. 

The applicants for pensions, who 
write to the President are, as has been 
said, old soldiers, who, like the femi- 
nine part of the family, are sadly defi- 
cient in the principles of even an ele- 
mentary education. They -write, too, 
in a more vigorous style than their 
helpmeets, and their language is some- 
times of so robust a nature that it fre- 
quently provokes a smile. For exam- 
ple, an Illinois man who addresses the 
President in a letter received to-day 
says: 

‘‘The pension officials tell me to get 
corroborative evidence from some of 
my comrades. I want to tell you it’s a 
hard matter to get evidence from men 
who go into an action and never come 
out again,’’ and then he continues by 
saying that his company went into the 
Wilderness a hundred strong, and at 
the end of the seven days’ fight there 
were but nine of the number who were 
left to tell the tale. 

Sometimes the letters are written by 
children, who begin in this fashion: 
‘Dear Mr. President: Iam a little girl 
only ten years of age. My papa does 
not know Iam writing this letter. If 
he did he would not permit it.’ Then 
follows a pathetic tale of want and 
misery, touching enough in its simple 
style of treatment, but rendered doubly 
so by the fact of the writer’s youth and 
innocence. 

Several months ago one of these 
touching missives chanced to reach the 
President’s eye. Its simple pleading 





touched a sympathetic chord in the 
President’s heart. The little miss 
; begged the retention of her father, a 
Republican, on the board of medical 
examiners in the New England town in 
which their home was located. She 
said he was very old and dying of an 
incurable disease. The position paid 
him a salary of about $1,200 a year, 
and in view of the factthat he could no 
longer practice his profession the fore- 
going sum was their only source of in- 
come. The letter concluded naively in 
these words: “Papa must not know 
about this. It must be a secret be- 
tween you and me. If you decide to 
keep him mark an X on the back of 
the inclosed postal card and then I will 
know that you are going to grant my 
wish.”’ 

The President sent the letter and in- 
closure to Commissioner of Pensions 
Black, with this indorsement: ‘If there 
are no charges against the examiner in 
question you will oblige me by retain- 
ing him in his present position.” 

General Black investigated the mat- 
ter, and found that the examiner was 
not an old man, but, on the contrary, a 
lusty young fellow scarcely thirty 
years of age, and that so far from hav- 
ing ‘‘a little girl only ten years ofage,”’ 
he was not even married. 

The telegraph after this couldn’t car- 
ry his dismissal quick enough to him, 
and sinee that time letters from little 
girls who write without their papa’s 
knowledge are incontinently destroyed 
as ‘‘fakes’’ pure and simple.— Washing- 
ton Cor. N. Y. Herald.

Tue justice cf the Negroes | 
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Investigating Trial Before 
Judge Taylor Monday. 


Full Report of the Testimony. 


The trial of W. T. Hutchens for the 
killing of Newton Hutchens last Tuesday 
was heard before Judge Taylor Mon- 
day. 

Richard H. Lowe Esq., appeared for 
the State, and Capt. L. W. Day for the 
defense. 

DR, J. J. DEMENT 
being sworn stated substantially as fol- 


lows: 
I knew Newton Hutchens; saw him 


last week, and saw and examined him 
after he was dead: found three wounds 
on his body, one in his right shoulder, 
one in his left side and one in his thigh. 
The two first were mortal. The wound 
in his shoulder broke his collar bone, 
and penetrated his lungs; I examined the 
wound in the thigh after I examined the 


other wounds; seemed to be nearly a 
straight shot; none of the bullets passed 
through. 


CROSS EXANINED. 


The shoulder wou ranged down; 
think it went straight, and was not turn 
ed from its direct course by striking any 
obstruction; think the thigh wound was 
a direct, nearly horizontal shot. 


CHARLIE HUTCHENS, ‘ 

I am a brother of Newton and William 
Hutchens; left home early last Tuesday 
morning, and went tothe shop; I went 
to the water closet, in the yard, and met 
Will, coming out; -he was putting on his 
coat, and in so doing, struck me in the 
face with the sleeve or his hand; he used 
abusive language and aked me why I 
didn’t fight, as I wasso anxious, and if 
I wanted to, I could doso now; I passed 
him andsat down; he drew his pistol 
and fired; I kicked the door shut as he 
fired; he then asked me why I didn’t 
come out, and I said I would be a pretty 
fool to come out when I had no chance; 
he said he would giye me a chance, and 
walked to the corner, and I stepped out 
of the door; he walked on and was near 
the scrap pile, and I was near the corner 
when Newt came out; Newt passed him 
and asked me what was the matter; I 
told him and he said “you should have 
nothing to do with the damned scoun- 
drel,” and turned, facing Willie, who 
fired; Newt put his hand on his breast, 
but Isaw nosigns of a wound,I laid 
my hand on §Newt’s breast,and Will 
fired again, striking me in the arm, I 


thought Will was firing at me,and not at 
Newt; my father just then called tome 
toget out of the way, and I ran around 
the corner of the lumber pile; when I re- 
turned, Newt was lying on the ground. 


CROSS-EX AMINED. 


As to various quarrels and altercations 
with Will, said he had never made any 
threats to hurt or kill Will, or told any 
one he would doso. All the threats I 
ever made were in altercations with 
Will himself; [ never cut or eut at Will 
with a hatchet or any other sharp in- 
strument; I threw the hatchet behind 
me some distance, and caught Will in 
the collar with. my leit hand, and drew 
back to strike him with my right, when 
my father caught me, and _ the difficulty 
stopped. (Here acoat and vest were 
shown Charlie, with triangular rent in 
left side of3both'garments.) Yes, that is 
Will’s coat and vest; don’t know what 
made the rents, I did not. 


W. C. POLLARD. 


Iam employed by Mr. J. M. Hatchs 
eps, and work at the shop when not out 
on other work; I went to the shop that 
morning about half past 6 o’clock, and 


found Newt at work on a frame; Newt, 
MecNorton and myself were in the shop; 
Charlie came in and went out; Presently 
we heard a pistol shot; McNorton said: 
“Why, it is Charlie and Will.” Newt 
repeated his wordsand went out hastily, 
and passed Will, saying something 


which I didnot distinctly hear; saw 
Will wave him off with his left hand; I 


could not see a pistol in his hand; Will 
see med to be retreating—he got out of 
the walk and up on the lumber pile; saw 
Newt stoop,but did not see him pick up 
anything; heard another shot, and then 
saw Will shoot at Charley; did {not see 
where Charley was standing; then they 
got out of my sight; heard two more 
shots afterwards, and when I got out, 
Newt was lying on the ground, and Will 
was standing not far off. 
CROSS EXAMINATION, 


Think Will waved Newt off with his 
left hand; the walk is about five feet 
wide—plenty room to pass; plenty of 
missiles within reach, but don’t know 
whether Newt picked up anything; I 
know Newt Hutchens wasa brave reso- 
lute man--obstinate and hard headed 
about anything he undertook; Mr, J. M. 
Hutchens was loading lumber, and after 
the third shot the parties went in his 
direction and out of my sight; I went 
out, passed Newt to where Will was and 
told him to go and deliver himself up. 

LUTE M’NORTON. 


I went to work early Tuesday morn- 
ing; heard a pistol shot while at work; 
looked out and saw it was Will and 
Charlie, and said, “it was Will and Char- 
lie.’ Newt. repeated the words, and 
hurried out; he passed Will; Newt. was 
in his shirt sleeves; Will seemed to be 
retreating when he fired; when the fir- 
ing was going on and Will was about to 
shoot again I stepped back out of the 





alittle, but he raised up Heard anoth~- 
er shot immediately; could not see Will. 
CROSS EXAMINED. 


I think Newt. was a brave, resolute 
man, and dangerous if aroused; knew 
their relations to each other. Newt. and 
Will were on better terms than Will and 
Charlie; Charlie and Newt. were always 
good frfends; didn’t see when Charlie 
cut Will’s clothes with the hatchet; Will 
showed him the place after the scuffle 
was over. g 

One morning in February last I saw 
the difficulty between Will and Charlie 
at the shop. Charlie had a hatchet in 
his hand; caught Willin the collar with 
his left hand and struck at him with the 
hatchet. The stroke went under and 
not over; saw the coat afterwards; I have 
heard Charlie say he intended to kill 
Will; heard bim say that ‘‘we were go~ 
ing to get somebody to cowhide Will’s 
wife, and that Will nor his father should 
interfere.” Itold Will afterwards what 
I had heard; saw the difficulty between 
Charlie and Will, when Charlie wanted 


the nails, and threw Will off of the keg; 
warned Will to look out; told him in 


case they got into a row that Newt. was 
the dangerous man, and would hurt him. 
I considered Newt. a quiet, but a dans 
gerous man. 
Here the State rested. 
Evidence For the Defense. 
THOMAS BROCCHUS. 


I knew the Hutchens’ boys; worked in 
the shop with them; Charlie was turbu- 
lent and quarrelsome, and was very pros 
fane and abusive about Will. Will was 
bookkeeper. When Mr. Hutchens ran 
for Mayor Newt and Charles would stay 
away from the work shop; Will and 
Newt never said anything against each 
other; Newt was peacable, but of high 
courage and very positive in character’ 
Newt and Charlie are intimate and 
friendly. 

GEO. M. WARE. 


Testified to a difficulty between Will 
aud Charlie while Charhe was working 
on Laughlin’s house, when Will came 
round to pay off the hands. Also as to 
bathing the bruises on Will’s back after 
the killing. 

Z. P. DAVIS. 


I knew the Hutchens’ boys well 
Charles was very bitter against Will; had 
been so for three years. It grew out of 
the arrest of Charles for disorderly con- 
duct, Charles talked to me several times 
about Will; said he would run him away 
from his father’s; Heard him say after 
that if Will come fooling around him 
and Newt they would kill him; Will was 
very peacable; did not know Newt so 
well, but he was considered peaceable 
and quiet; examined Will’s back after 
the difficulty, and a large blue and red 
welt just below the left shoulder blade;

W.T. Hutchens, the defendant, stat- 
ed: Charlie has had a grudge against me 
fora long while; I don’t know why; I 
don’t know why they quit the shop, 
nothing passed between us about it; we 
had many difficulties and altercations, 
Once at the tabie when father rebuked 
Charlie, it only made him worse; once 
in mother’s room I spoke, and he said,

I went 
to the water closet at the shop, and as I 
came out of the door I met Charles who 
elbowed me and commenced cursing. 
I kept walking on; he told me, ‘damn 
coward to stop;” I stopped; he reached 
to his coat, as Isupposed, for his pistol, 
and I leveled my pistol to fire, but be- 
fore I could do so, he passed into the 
water closet and slammed the door. 

I tried to § check the discharge 
of the pistol, and in doing so, the ball 
ranged upward when it went off; I turn- 
ed and walked toward the shop, when 
Newt came running out end I waived 
him off, and told him to keep out of the 
quarrel; Charlie called to him come on 
and let’s kill the damned scoundred; I 
walked around Newt by stepping upon 
the lumber pile; Newt and Charlie closed 
yp on me; Newt stoopéd and picked tp a 
fire brick; I firedas he raised up to

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SOME PERSIAN PRINCES. 


Their Moral Development Exhibiting a Not 
Very Charming Type. 

Most of the Kajar Princes are av- 
aricious, and generosity, that great 
virtue of the East, is almost extinct 
with them, writes a Teheran corre- 
spondent. A great and yery rich 
Prince, the Mahomet-ed-dowleh, was 
sitting at the window of his room, look- 
ing on while some malefactors were 
receiving the bastinado. A man was 
just being told to lie down and put his 
feet into the felik—the stick with the 
noose which holds up the patient's feet 
—when he whispered something to the 
head ferrash, the principal bastinado 
operator. The Prince asked to know 
what the man had been whispering, 
and was told that he had promised to 
give two tomans to the operators on 
the condition that the beating was 
done gently. Said the Prince: ‘Give 
me four tomans and I will let you off 
altogether.’’ He got the four tomans 
(thirty-two shillings) and the man 
went off free, to the great disgust of 
the operators. ‘The Hismet-ed-Dowleh 
once thought himself obliged to give 
a present to the Russian Consul-Gen- 
eral at Tauris, but, as generosity was 
not his forte, he wished to do it as 
cheaply as possible, and sent a good- 
looking, but unsound horse. The Con- 
sul, when the horse arrived, did not 
take long to find out that the animal 
was a dreadful serew, and worth hardly 
eight pounds. Now the Prince had 
told him he would send him a_ horse 
worth forty pounds. The Consul, with 
many compliments, then pointed out 
that the horse had been intended as a 
souvenir, as he was going to Russia; 
but that a horse was a most unsuitable 
souvenir, being liable to die, and he 
would be obliged if the Prince would 
give him the value of the horse in 
money, so that he might buy himself a 
less perishable souvenir. The Prince 
sent forty pounds, but swore he would 
not give any more presents to Eu- 
ropeans. Ihaveseen one of the Shah’s 
cousins riding with a crowd of follow- 
ers through a field, destroying, per- 
haps, twenty shillings’ worth of vege- 
tables and giving the poor, distracted 
owner three small silver pieces, worth 
threepence. I have scen another 
Prince give a man who had risked his 
life for him, and got severely wounded 
in consequence, the sum of seven- 
pence. 

The Shah and the Princes, when they 
wish to confer a special mark of favor, 
give a mantle or coat or hat—any arti- 
cle of dress which they have had in 
use. Prince Sheikh-el-Mulook was once 
in bad odor at court, and the inhabit- 
ants of his little government knowing 
that did not treat him with due respect. 
Now, if he could prove that the Shah 
looked upon him with favor, the people 
would become submissive; and how bet- 
ter to prove it than by getting a robe 
of honor from the Shah? He therefore 
wrote to his daughter, who was one of 
the Shah’s wives, and asked her to. get 
what was wanted. Some weeks after 
that the khalat—the Persian term for 
robe of honor—arrived. It was a night- 
cap. The Prince rode out four or five 
miles from town, and there, at the 
khalat-pusham—the place where the 
khalats are put on; every provincial 





eapital has a place destined for 
this purpose—solemnly put the 
nightcap on his head, and 
then rode into town, cheered and 


salaamed by the populace. Afterward 
the true story, how the nightcap had 
been obtained, came out. Many times 
had the Prince’s daughter asked the 
Shah for a khalat for her father, and 
every time it had been refused. Finally 
she became very importunate, and the 
irrascible Shah—-I am not speaking of 
the present one—first annoyed, and 
then in a towering rage, tore his cap 
off his head and threw it at her with an 
oath. She thanked him and left the 
room with it. Any mark of favor from 
x high personage, any present, is called 
—wrongly, perhaps—a khalat. A dis- 
tinguished stranger to Persia was once 
startled by all his servants running in 
and telling him that the Prince Nusret- 
ed-dowleh had sent him a khalat. The 
Prince’s servants, four or five of them, 
soon after appeared, one of them carry- 
ing a huge copper tray, mysteriously 
covered up with a gold-befringed cash- 
mere shawl, worth at least thirty 
pounds. The stranger got up and ex- 
pressed his thanks, made many com- 
pliments; the tray wasthen uncovered, 
and there was the khalat—two lettuces. 
I think the stranger rewarded the 
Prince’s servant's right royally, and 
had an expensive salad that evening 
for dinner. I still occasionally see an 
old gentleman, who, whenever he pulls 
his spectacles out of their case, a thing 
made of a piece of shawl, never fails to 
say with pride: ‘This spectacle case 
came to me from the Shah.’’ One of 
his wife’s relations in the royal harem 
had sent him the spectacle case, having 
probably picked it up after it had heen 
thrown away by the owner.—London

THE AUCTION BIDDER. 
A Curlous ‘ 
urlows Bastatte Corried On by Enter- 


The fnerease im the auction business 
leads to a new specialty known as “bid- 
ders,” says the New York correspondent 
of the Troy Times. Most men prefer to 
keep their purposes secret, and, indeed, if 
they are seen bidding others will be sure | 
to follow. Bidders are, therefore, a very 
usefulclass, and the following clipping, 
extracted froma morning paper, shows 
the manner in which they seek business: 

“We bid in anything you want at auc- 
tion, thoroughly posted; references.” 

There aretwo methods adopted by bid- 
ders—one being mere bluff, while the oth- 
er is the game of perseverance. The bluff- 
er starts high—almost as high as his 
mark—and thus scares off competition, 
while the others worry along with small 
bids, and in this manner tire out their 
competitora. Iattended asale once where 
@ bluffer carried off a fine bargain in the 
following manner: The property was 
estimated at 96,000, and when a bid was 
asked there were several ready to offer 
from $1,500 to $2,000. The bluffer, how- 
ever, called out $8,000, and thus startled 
the crowd. They thought the man must 
be so excited that it would be of no use to 
compete, and the bluffer got the property 
for $8,700. It was sold soon afterward at 
a large advance. Every way, indeed, is 
taken to manipulate auctions, and a little 
ingenuity often produces good results. 
Bidders are paid from $5 to $20, and gen- 
crally earn their money. Another method 
is to pay people for not bidding. A very 
shrewd real estate dealer of my acquaint- 
ance when he wants to make a purchase 
endeavors to learn who will be likely to 
compete with him. He then will pay 
them to stay away. He once pointed out 
tome a house, adding: “I got that at 
auction for $6,000, but I paid a man $100 to 
keep away from the sale.”” How many 
curious ways people have of getting bar- 
gains!
